Fix  Promised 
For  Howling 
Muni  Buses 
-But  When?

Since  last  Labor  Day,  a  growing  fleet 
of  shiny  new  Muni  diesel  buses  have 
been  howling  their  way  through  Glen 
Park  and  the  rest  of  the  city.  Our  inquiries 
in  October  elicited  the  information  that 
( I )  Muni  was  aware  that  the  badly 
needed  new  buses  have  a  serious  noise 
problem  and  (2)  Muni  maintenance  offi- 
cials were  investigating  the  cause  and 
looking  for  a  way  to  fix  it. 

So  why  do  these  buses  continue  to 
wail  past  our  windows  from  before  dawn 
till  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning?  And 
will  they  ever  be  fixed,  or  are  we  just 
stuck  with  noisy  buses?  Not  to  worry, 
says  Muni  spokeswoman  Maggie  Lynch. 
'"You're  not  stuck  with  this,"  she  says 
emphatically.  "We're  going  to  find  a 
fix." 

In  fact.  Lynch  reported  in  late  Janu- 
ary, it  looks  like  Muni  and  the  manu- 
facturer—Neopl  an,  in  Colorado  — have 
indeed  found  a  way  to  quiet  the  offend- 
ing buses.  The  key  remaining  question: 
Will  the  proposed  retrofit  cut  the  buses' 
noise  by  the  six  decibels  necessary  to 
bring  them  within  Muni's  original  con- 
tract specifications  for  sound?  An 
adapted  bus  began  undergoing  testing 
in  January  to  determine  whether  this  fix 
does  the  job.  "We're  cautiously  opti- 
mistic," Lynch  said  at  our  press  time. 

The  loud  howling  sound  is  caused  by 
the  radiator  fan,  according  to  Muni. 
Apparently  Neoplan  altered  the  design 
after  the  specifications  were  agreed  upon. 
Muni  has  suspended  delivery  of  addi- 
tional vehicles,  pending  an  acceptable 
solution  to  the  problem.  When  a  proper 
repair  is  devised.  Muni  says  it  will  begin 
retrofitting  the  vehicles  already  on  our 
streets  — a  process  that  will  take  a  cou- 


ple of  months  to  complete.  Additional 
new  buses  will  have  the  changes  incor- 
porated at  the  factory  before  they're 
delivered.  Neoplan  is  responsible  for 
the  costs  of  this  program.  Muni  assures 
us. 

Muni  has  purchased  235  of  the  Neo- 
plan diesels,  with  an  option  for  1 75  more 
in  the  future.  They're  essential  to  upgrad- 
ing our  aging  bus  fleet.  Lynch  reminds 
us.  The  average  U.S.  city  bus  is  seven 
years  old,  but  two-thirds  of  Muni's  diesel 
buses  are  more  than  10  years  old.  Of 
those  355  buses,  180  are  over  16  years 
old.  Age  and  hills  have  taken  their  toll. 
The  Neoplans  will  help  restore  relia- 


bility to  Muni  — once  the  manufacturer 
figures  out  how  to  make  them  meet  our 
noise  specifications. 

So  your  sleep  may  suffer  and  your 
nerves  may  be  jangled  for  several  more 
weeks,  but  Muni  promises  that  help  is 
coming  soon  to  a  bus  that  runs  up  and 
down  your  street.  Beyond  a  chorus  of 
citywide  complaints.  Muni  has  its  own 
incentive  to  fix  the  problem:  The  Neo- 
plans howl  past  Muni's  maintenance 
headquarters  on  Pennsylvania  Street 
every  12-20  minutes,  interrupting 
conversations  of  maintenance  manager 
Fred  Stevens  and  his  staff  jusl  as 
they  do  yours.

Glen  Park 
Branch  Library 
Will  Get  New, 
Bigger  Home

Thanks  to  last  November's  75  per- 
cent voter  approval  of  San  Francisco's 
Proposition  A,  Glen  Park's  wandering 
library  will  finally  get  a  permanent 
home  — a  new  5,000  square  foot  branch 
to  be  built  sometime  in  the  next  five 
years.  Budget  cuts  have  always  threat- 
ened the  Glen  Park  Branch,  which  has 
been  on  the  chopping  block  numerous 
times.  Having  its  own  building  will  pro- 
vide long-needed  stability,  says  Donna 
Corbeil,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library's  chief  of  branches:  "Branches 
in  rental  sites  are  always  a  little  more 
vulnerable  than  city-owned." 

"We  really  need  it  — we've  got  the 
highest  circulation  in  the  system  for  the 
size  of  our  collection,"  says  Glen  Park 
Branch  Librarian  Mark  Hall.  "We're 
always  having  to  weed  things  we'd  like 
to  have  but  we  don't  have  room  for." 
And  when  Tuesday  storytime  rolls 
around,  "we  either  have  to  kick  out  the 
adults  to  make  room  for  the  kids,  or  kick 
the  kids  out  to  make  room  for  the  adults." 

Prop.  A,  the  city's  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Bond,  provides  money  to 
earthquake-retrofit  19  existing  library 
branches  as  well  as  construct  new  build- 
ings for  the  Ingleside,  Portola.  Visita 
cion  Valley  and  Glen  Park  branches 
In  addition,  an  entirely  new  branch  will 
be  created  in  Mission  Bay,  site  of  San 
Francisco's  newest  neighborhood  — 
bringing  the  total  number  of  city 
branches  to  27. 

Because  Glen  Park  is  densely  built 
up,  Corbeil  says  finding  a  6,(XX)  to  7,(XK) 
square  foot  site  necessary  to  accom- 
modate the  proposed  5,000  square  foot 
building  will  take  some  time:  "We  want

it  to  be  visible,  we  want  it  to  be  acces- 
sible. But  we  don't  want  to  build  a  library 
on  a  street  that  people  don't  go  down, 
or  on  a  street  that's  residential.  Mark 
|  Hall  I  has  been  important  in  giving  us 
information  about  the  neighborhood." 

All  options  are  being  considered: 
vacant  lots,  existing  buildings  that  can 
be  replaced  or  remodeled,  even  coop- 
erative use  with  existing  owners  like 
BART.  Once  a  site  is  identified,  the 
Library  Commission  must  approve  it. 
It  can  take  up  to  a  year  for  the  city  to 
actually  make  the  purchase.  Design  plan- 
ning can't  begin  until  after  a  property  is 
acquired,  so  the  entire  process  could 
take  as  long  as  five  years,  Corbeil  says. 

Community  input  will  be  crucial  in 
all  phases  of  the  project,  says  Hall, 
including  placement,  building  and 
design.  For  example,  he  notes  that  when 
the  Mission  Branch  was  rebuilt  the  com- 


munity decided  not  to  build  a  commu- 
nity meeting  room,  choosing  instead 
to  use  the  space  for  a  computer  room. 

The  Glen  Park  Branch  is  the  city's 
smallest  library  and  has  always  occu- 
pied rented  space.  It's  had  at  least  three 
homes  in  its  lifetime:  forced  out  of  a 
Bosworth  Street  site  because  of  street 
widening  and  pushed  from  Diamond 
Street  for  BART,  it  finally  found  a  home 
in  the  1970s  on  Chenery  Street  due  to 
the  kindness  of  a  community-spirited 
local  resident. 

Hall  says  they're  hoping  to  be  able  to 
stay  near  BART  in  order  to  best  serve 
those  who  use  the  system.  The  branch 
currently  serves  residents  of  Glen  Park, 
Diamond  Heights,  Sunnyside  and  the 
south  side  of  Noe  Valley. 

Watch  for  news  of  upcoming  plan- 
ning meetings  at  the  branch,  perhaps  as 
early  as  March  or  April.  "And,"  Hall 
emphasizes,  "thanks  to  everyone  for  vot- 
ing for  Prop.  A!"

Diamond 
Super  Update

Hope  is  on  the  horizon.  Our  still- 
unnamed  neighborhood  benefactor, 
whose  commitment  to  a  full-service  gro- 
cery store  on  the  Diamond  Super  site 
has  not  wavered,  is  working  with  his/her 
project  managers  on  the  plan. 

The  developers  expect  to  select  a  gro- 
cery store  tenant  by  the  end  of  March. 
They  have  begun  developing  the  design 
plans,  which  should  be  ready  in  three 
or  four  months.  The  plans  will  then  be 
submitted  to  the  City  for  review;  the 
approval  process  is  expected  to  take 
about  six  months,  during  which  the 
required  environmental  impact  report 
(EIR)  will  be  prepared  concurrently.  The 
EIR  will  address  such  impacts  as  traf- 
fic, parking  and  other  environmental 
issues.  With  luck  — and  approvals— con- 
struction could  begin  in  January  2002. 

The  selection  of  a  grocery  store  is 
complicated.  There  are  "boutique"  stores 
and  "chain"  stores,  and  each  type  has  its 
own  delivery  system.  The  boutique 
stores  require  more  frequent,  but  smaller, 
deliveries,  while  chain  stores  are  famil- 
iar for  their  large-truck  deliveries  from 
a  central  warehouse.  The  stores  under 
consideration  are  the  ones  in  the  mid- 
dle—smaller, but  with  complete  service. 

All  of  this  takes  an  enormous  amount 
of  time.  Our  project  sponsor  is  not  a  pro- 


fessional developer  and  this  is  one  rea- 
son why  it  is  taking  what  seems  to  be 
such  a  long  time.  The  wait  is  difficult, 
but  the  positive  aspect  is  that  the  resi- 
dents of  Glen  Park  will  get  a  full-ser- 
vice grocery  store,  a  good  one.  and  atten- 
tion will  be  paid  to  the  amenities 
of  the  neighborhood  and  its  vital  com- 
mercial district. 

If  we  were  dealing  with  a  "regular" 
developer,  we  might  have  had  some- 
thing on  the  Diamond  Super  site  by  now. 
but  what  would  it  be?  Walgreens? 
RiteAid?  Sleaze? 

The  good  news.  then,  is  that  there  is 
a  timeline,  and  we  all  look  forward  to 
our  new  commercial  venture.  Our  bene- 
factors are  people  who  care  about  the 
neighborhood  and  its  residents.  Your  Ad 
Hoc  Committee  has  been  working  with 
the  project  managers  and  has  given  them 
a  document  of  residents'  needs  and 
desires  for  the  area. 

Those  of  you  who  are  members  of 
the  Glen  Park  Association  received  a 
copy  of  the  draft  document  in  the  mail 
with  the  January  agenda  for  the  Glen 
Park  Association  meeting.  At  the  Jan- 
uary meeting,  the  GPA  membership 
approved  of  the  concepts  in  the  draft 
document,  and  encouraged  continued 
discussion  with  the  project  managers 
and  architects.  We  will  continue  work- 
ing together  with  the  project  managers 
so  that  we  will  end  up  with  the  best  pos- 
sible replacement  plans  for  the  Diamond 
Super  site. 
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Farms  in  Berkeley? 
Goats  in  Glen  Canyon?

Not  since  the  late  1930s  has  Glen  Canyon  Park  seen  livestock.  As  Goode  Bros. 
Dairy  succumbed  to  truck  farms,  cows  and  horses  became  a  matter  for  history. 

However,  history  does  have  a  way  of  repeating  itself,  notes  Lisa  Wayne  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department's  Natural  Areas  Management  Team.  She  is  seri- 
ously considering  hiring  a  herd  of  goats  with  a  full-time  goatherd  in  the  near  future. 

With  the  canyon's  abundance  of  poison  oak,  blackberry  and  invasive  exotic 
plants,  the  goats  might  fill  the  bill  on  how  to  keep  these  plants  under  control.  Push- 
ing back  the  encroaching  shrubs  and  vines  frees  up  the  grasslands,  which  sup- 
port the  bulk  of  native  plants  and  bulbs.  These  plants  and  bulbs  in  turn  support 
the  wildlife  that  we  so  often  see  in  the  canyon. 

Natural  remedies  would  be  such  grazing  animals  as  rabbits  and  deer.  Indige- 
nous people  who  (ample  evidence  confirms)  lived  in  the  canyon  would  have 
used  fire.  But  none  of  these  methods  are  possible  for  restoration  use  today. 

This  daring  and  innovative  plan  (for  Recreation  and  Park)  is  close  to  becom- 
ing a  reality,  having  been  implemented  successfully  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District.  East  Bay  MUD  Area  Manager  Scott  Hill  reflects  fondly  on  the 
district's  18-year  association  with  goats:  "They  are  eating  machines!"  The  only 
drawback  is,  if  they  are  allowed  to  remain  too  long  in  one  area  erosion  could  even- 
tually occur. 

With  a  proper  management  plan  and  prompt  replanting,  we  may  yet  again  add 
to  Glen  Canyon's  colorful  history. 


Notes  From  The  Park 

The  year  2(K)  1  dawns  upon  us  with  extremely  good  news  for  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
The  Natural  Areas  Management  Division  of  the  city's  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment is  being  considered  for  a  grant  from  the  California  Coastal  Conservancy. 
This  money  would  go  a  long  way  toward  the  ultimate  restoration  of  our  creek. 
Realigning  the  trail  system  to  minimize  erosion  of  the  hillside  is  also  a  goal.

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park's  "Nature  Fest"  will  be  held  June  10  this 
year.  For  any  who  missed  the  Nature  Fest  2000.  this  was  a  gala  event  for  Glen 
Park  area  residents.  This  year's  event  will  again  feature  scientists,  scholars  and 
naturalists  who  will  lead  walks  and  talk  about  nature,  along  with  some  very 
interesting  San  Francisco  history.  Popular  last  year  were  the  live  animal  and  insect 
displays;  the  event  culminated  with  a  bar-b-que  chicken  and  chili  dinner.

Award-Winning  Books 
for  Kids 


Every  year  the  American  Library 
Association  (ALA)  names  a  number 
of  book  awards.  Most  people  have  heard 
of  the  Newbery  and  Caldecott  medals, 
but  divisions  of  ALA  host  many  other 
awards  that  highlight  great  books  for 
different  ages,  ethnic  groups  and  inter- 
ests. Following  are  some  of  the  major 
award  winners  for  the  year  2000,  along 
with  comments  from  the  ALA  Web  site 
at  www.ala.org. 

Newbery  Medal  (for  distinguished 
writing  for  children):  A  Year  Down  Yon- 
der by  Richard  Peck. 

It's  1937  and  15-year-old  Mary  Alice 
has  to  go  stay  with  Grandma  alone  — 
for  a  whole  year.  Mary  Alice  knows  it 
won't  be  easy.  And  it's  not.  She  has  to 
sleep  alone  in  the  attic,  attend  a  hick- 
town  school  where  in  spite  of  her  worn- 
out  coat  she's  "the  rich' girl  from 
Chicago,"  and  be  an  accomplice  in 
Grandma's  outrageous  schemes  to  run 
the  town  her  own  way  — and  do  good 
while  nobody's  looking.  But  being 
Grandma's  sidekick  is  always  interest- 
ing, and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  Mary 
Alice  has  grown  to  see  the  formidable 
love  in  the  heart  of  her  formidable 
Grandma.  Older  teens  will  gain  histor- 
ical perspective  from  this  lively  picture 
of  the  depression  years  in  small-town 
America. 

Caldecott  Medal  (for  distinguished 
illustration  for  children):  So  You  Want 
to  be  President?  illustrated  by  David 
Small,  text  by  Judith  St.  George. 

In  illustrations  rendered  in  a  harmo- 
nious mix  of  watercolor,  ink  and  pas- 
tel chalk.  Small  employs  wiry  and  expan- 
sive lines  with  an  echo  of  political 
cartooning,  investing  this  personable 
history  of  the  presidency  with  imagi- 
native detail,  wry  humor  and  refreshing 
dignity. 

Coretta  Scott  King  Author  Award 

(for  authors  of  African  descent):  Mir- 
acle's Boys  by  Jacqueline  Woodson. 

For  Lafayette  and  his  brothers,  the

ity. The  events  of  one  dramatic  week- 


end force  the  boys  to  make  the  choice 
to  be  there  for  each  other— to  really  see 
each  other— or  to  give  in  to  the  pain  and 
problems  of  every  day. 

Printz  Award  (for  excellence  in  lit- 
erature for  young  adults):  Kit's  Wilder- 
ness by  David  Almond. 

This  is  the  tale  of  Kit  Watson,  who 
returns  with  his  family  to  the  Northern 
English  coal  mining  town  where  gen- 
erations of  his  family  have  worked 
and  died.  In  lyrical  fashion.  Kit's  story 
melds  the  darkness  of  the  past  with  bright 
hope  for  the  future.  Almond  creates  a 
heartbreakingly  real  world  fused  with 
magic  realism. 

Batchelder  Award  (for  outstanding 
foreign  children's  book  translated  into 
English):  Samirand  Yonatan  by  Daniel  la 
Carmi. 

Samir.  a  Palestinian  boy.  enters  an 
Israeli  hospital  for  surgery.  The  initial 
fear  and  antagonism  that  he  feels  is  mit- 
igated by  his  bond  with  Yonatan.  an 
Israeli.  The  relationship  of  the  chil- 
dren in  the  ward  grows  as  they  face  their 
own  physical  and  emotional  trials. 
Carmi's  lyrical  text  leaves  readers  with 
hopeful  possibilities.

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BART  Reports 
Improvements 
To  Its  System

Tom  Radulovich,  BART  director, 
spoke  at  our  January  2001  Glen  Park 
Association  meeting.  He  brought  with 
him  a  cross-section  of  BART  person- 
nel, including  community  relations,  ele- 
vator repair,  engineering,  police  and  sta- 
tion planning,  to  address  specific 
concerns. 

BART's  ridership  reached  a  peak  of 
260.000  a  day  during  the  1989  earth- 
quake. It  is  now  at  340,000  a  day,  which 
represents  a  30  percent  increase.  Ele- 
vators and  escalators  throughout  the  sys- 
tem are  in  the  midst  of  replacement,  or 
a  major  repair  for  those  that  were  pre- 
viously replaced.  A  BART  engineer 
confirmed  that  Glen  Park's  escalators 
were  major  lemons  and  said  the  prob- 
lems have  finally  been  resolved. 


Radulovich  said  that  within  24 
months  all  the  fare  gates  and  all  the  ticket 
machines  in  San  Francisco  will  be 
replaced  with  equipment  to  handle  the 
new  regional  SMART  cards  (tickets  that 
are  scanned,  not  swiped).  In  addition, 
two  cars  are  being  renovated  each  month 
from  now  through  2005.  An  order  for 
26  new  cars  as  part  of  the  SFO  airport 
extension  has  been  canceled  after  a 
majority  of  the  BART  directors  felt  that 
the  current  cars  are  sufficient. 
Radulovich  was  in  the  losing 
minority. .  .lets  hope  we're  not  all  losers 
on  this  one! 

The  SFO  extension  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  fall  2002.  Construction 
is  70  percent  complete.  If  there  is  suf- 
ficient neighborhood  interest,  a  tour  dur- 
ing business  hours  can  be  arranged. 

BART  is  discussing  extending  the 
FastPass  jurisdiction  to  Daly  City,  whose 
station  serves  the  furthest  end  of  San 
Francisco.  This  would  probably  reduce 
the  congestion  in  Glen  Park,  because 
the  Daly  City  BART  station  is  better 
equipped  for  "kiss  &  ride"  traffic. 


The  Balboa  Park  BART  station  is  in 
the  midst  of  a  plaza  renovation.  As  a 
part  of  "Better  Neighborhoods  2000," 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department 
is  trying  to  create  a  true  "transit  village" 
incorporating  transit,  housing,  parks, 
retail  and  services.  The  identified  sites 
are  Balboa  Park,  16th  and  Mission  and 
24th  and  Mission.  Glen  Park  is  also  a 
candidate! 

Assemblywoman  Carole  Migden 
obtained  $400,000  in  state  funding  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  adding  a  BART 
station  at  30th  and  Mission,  which  would 
fill  the  largest  gap  between  stations  in 
San  Francisco.  One  consideration  is  the 
access  to  a  number  of  Muni  lines. 

This  proposed  new  station  location 
could  also  include  a  "pocket  track," 
which  would  allow  BART  to  pull  a  dis- 
abled train  off  the  tracks  and  resume 
regular  service.  Currently,  disabled  trains 
sit  on  a  platform  and  other  trains  are 
required  to  use  a  "single  track"  to  get 
past.  The  closest  pocket  tracks  to 
San  Francisco  are  at  Colma  and 
Mac  Arthur  stations.
